FUNDING: 46M USD disbursed in FY 2009, 2010, 2011. 


The NRA Program aims to promote equitable economic 
growth by providing year-round access to basic services and 
facilities in rural Afghanistan. In the long term, this program 
promotes local capacity through private-led development 
of rural infrastructure and employment generation for the 
rural poor, with specific focus on the Herat Province. 


The Italian component of the 
NRA Program will be 
concluded within 2012. The 
III Phase of the NSP will be 
concluded in 2014. The 
REMABAR project Phase II 
will be completed in 2014. 


NRAP: Travel time of beneficiaries living along the 
improved road to basic services is reduced by 30% and 
number and frequency of journeys taken by the 
beneficiaries living along the road to basic services and 
district centers is increased by 30%; price of key 
consumption and production commodities by 
beneficiary village is within +/-15% of the price to the 
nearest market. NSP: % of the index of poverty reduced 
and % of the increase income per capita in the 
provinces in which the programs are implementing, No. 
of infrastructures created, No. of village Community 
Development Councils formed and active. REMABAR: 
Increase in access to local markets by 30% for the 
beneficiaries living along the road looking for economic 
options, market avenues, and services. 


NRA: Data collection is ongoing. REMABAR 
[preliminary data) First lot completed (54 km). 
Construction of the second lot is ongoing [82 Km). 
NSP (preliminary data) The Italian contribution to 
the Program (180 milion Euro pledged and 160 
million Euro disbursed, 12,5 % of the total 
contribution) has been used to finance more than 
1,500 projects in different areas. 


Yes. The NRA Program was identified and prepared by 
the Ministry of Finance (MoFj as the coordinating 
ministry and it is implemented by the Ministries of Public 
Works (MoPW) and Rural Rehabilitation and 
Development (MRRD). This Program is consistent with 
the national development plan and it is one of the four 
priorities of the Afghan Government with regard to the 
Agriculture and Rural Development cluster. 
The REMABAR is a part of the "National and Regional 
Resource Corridors Program" and a complement to the 
National Development Strategy for the infrastructure 
sector. The National Solidarity Program is a 
program identified by the Ministry of Rural 
Rehabilitation and Development (MRRD) with the World 
Bank and implemented by MRRD with the Bank's 
support and co-financing. 


Yes. The three programs are co-financed 
and implemented in close coordination 
with the work of other donors, 
International Organizations and Afghan 
Authorities. 


The three programs aim at eliminating the root causes 
of hunger and poverty in the medium and long term. 
None of these has a direct component for an 
immediate response to nutrition to the needy and 
poor. However in 2010/11 Italy financed an iniative 
implemented by the International Federation of Red 
Cross and Red Crescent in the provinces of Herat, 
Kunar, Badakhshan, Bamyan and Maidan Wardak. The 
initiative has a component of food supply to support 
the resilience of communities. Project beneficiaries are 
the population lacking access to the most basic 
services, such as water, food, electricity and health 


Yes. The three programs are co-financed with other 
donors and are an integral part of a larger program 
designed with the Afghan Government and 
International Organizations. In addition, the UNDP, 
the World Bank and the UNOPS provide technical 
assistance and capacity development for these three 
programs. 


PROGRAMS: During the 2009-2011 period Italy has financed 
and implemented 8 projects/ pro grammes in the sectors 
under the AFSI codes for the above mentioned amount. The 
most relevant are: 

the National Rural Access Program {NRAP). The Italian 
contribution to the programnme goes to the UNOPS, as 
NRAP executing agency on behalf of the Afghan Government. 
Construction works will be carried out in the Western Region, 
specifically in the Herat Province. 

National Solidarity Program (NSP). Programme executed by 
the Ministry of Rural Rehabilitation and Development 
through the World Bank - Afghanistan Reconstruction Trust 
Fund. Project of Rehabilitation of Maidan Shar - Bamiyan 
Road {REMABAR). Design and construction of 136 km of 
road. This road will allow the rural communities not to be 
isolated during the winter and to have access to markets 
throughout the year. 


Through the promotion of good local governance, the NSP 
works to empower 30.000 rural communities to make 
decisions affecting their own lives and livelihoods. The NSP 
aims to develop the ability of Afghan communities to 
identify, plan, manage and monitor their own development 
projects. In each targeted village a Community 
Development Council (CDC| is constituted; a block grant to 
the CDC is disbursed to finance part of the infrastructures 
identified in the Development Plan defined at the 
community level. The REMABAR project will allow the 
rural population of Wardak and Bamiyan Province (879.000 
in) to have access to local and national markets.

Rehabilitation of the irrigation scheme of Baalbek project is 
aimed to rehabilitate and reconstruct the irrigation scheme 
of Baalbek, improve the irrigation technical skills of the 
rural community, increase the productivity and carry out 
training activities for a better use of natural resources. The 
objective is also to increase the income of involved farmers, 
contributing to the economic and social recovery of the 
region. The social and economic support for the families of 
producers in olive-growing marginal regions project is 
aiming to improve the economic conditions of olive 
producers through technical assistance activities. More 
specifically, engineers and technicians from the Ministry of 
Agriculture were trained on: producers' associations 
management, accounting, project management, oil 
production and marketing; through remote-sensing, a 
mapping of olive trees areas was developed; facilities and 
skills for the olive oil quality control were assessed.

The management of the perimeter was improved 
by eliminating water leakages, the health of local 
population was improved: 100% of sewer lines 
connected to rehabilitated channels, 70% 
reduction of water-borne diseases. Social and 
economic support for the families of producers in 
olive-growing marginal regions: 17 agricultural 
experts were trained; 66 training courses were 
carried out; 3 work experiences were organized in 
Italy; 122 farmers associations were assessed and 
54 selected as focus groups; 52 farmers 
associations were financially supported; 66 
technical training sessions were carried out; 27 
demonstration fields realized. 


Yes. Rehabilitation of the irrigation scheme of 
Baalbek: the project was identified and designed in 
cooperation with the Northern Water Authority, a 
branch of the Ministry of Energy and Water, and is in 
line with the national strategic development plan. Social 
and economic support for the families of producers in 
olive-growing marginal regions: the Project is in line 
with the Lebanese Agriculture Development Strategy. 
The current farming economy in Lebanon is mainly 
based on family-based productive activities and the olive 
sector is strategic in some regions. 


Yes. Italy is engaged in and promotes

Local Development Fund of Sedhiou Department 

(Casamance region) assists 400,000 people and aims to 
improve their livelihoods through micro-projects to 
increase agriculture production and sustainable 
management of natural resources. Micro-projects are 
identified through local development plans and promoted 
by the beneficiaries. The Fund has been administered by 
UNOPS and Italy provided technical assistance to local 
authorities. The PAPSEN program aims to increase the 
income of rural populations, through the diversification of 
agricultural production, the introduction of new 
technologies and the development of technical and 
entrepreneurial capacities of farmers. It is structured in two 
main components. The first (central regions: Thies, Diourbel 
and Fatick) aims to realize 1) horticulture irrigation schemes 
based on TIPA - Techno-lnnovation for Poverty Alleviation 
model and a 2) "Service Center" for technical assistance, 
research and training. This center will be created through 
collaboration between the Agro-forestry-pastoral Senegal 
National Research System, the Israel Development 
Cooperation (MASHAV), the Italian Cooperation and 
partner institutions and the Italian National Research 
Center (CNR) with the participation of the CGIAR. The 
second component is implemented in the southern regions 
of Kolda and Sedhiou. The program aims to increase the 
agricultural production through land rehabilitation in the 
valleys (mainly rice production) and the construction of

Yes. The Local Development Project in Sedhiou was 
requested by the Senegalese authorities to the Italian 
Cooperation. The project is therefore an instrument for 
the Senegal Government to implement the national 
policy of economic and social development. The 
improved management of natural resources is also a 
priority for the Government of Senegal. The National 
Plan of Action for the Environment (PNAE) and the 
National Action Program for the Fight Against 
Desertification (PAN / LCD) are reference documents 
used in the preparation of this project. PAPSEN: in 
October 2009 the Senegal Government approved a first 
draft of the National Investment in Agriculture (PNIA), 
discussed and agreed with all stakeholders involved in 
the agriculture sector and approved the final version in 
February 2010. The PNIA is in line with CAADP/NEPAD 
and the ECOWAP (ECOWAS Agricultural Policy) and aims 
to ensure a growth of 6% of the agricultural sector by 
2015. PAPSEN was designed and prepared in line with 
PNIA.
